As frustration mounts 
in France, U.S. lawmakers 
back off initial tough talk

Outrage over bonus pay by corporations being 
propped up by government and taxpayer aid has 
gone global. 

French workers burned tires, marched on the 
presidential palace and held a manager of US. 
manufacturer 3M hostage Wednesday as anger 
mounted over job cuts and executive bonuses. 

The $4.3 million exit bonus paid to the for- 
mer head of Valeo SA, an auto parts maker that 
received state aid, has fueled anger in France. 
Controversy also grew Wednesday over bonus- 
es at brokerage company Cheuvreux, a unit of a 
French bank that got state handouts. 

French President Nicolas Sarkozy is threat- 
ening new laws on bonuses and golden para- 
chutes. 

But in the US., lawmakers are backing off 
strict laws to recoup bonuses at President 
Obama’s urging. 

Less than a week after pushing through leg- 
islation to impose a 90 percent tax on bonuses 
to employees of bailed-out financial institu- 
tions, the House Financial Services Committee 
planned to advance a considerably milder pro- 
posal that would let Treasury Secretary Timothy 
Geithner block any payments he considers 
“unreasonable” or “excessive.” 

The proposal, sponsored by Democratic 
Reps. Alan Grayson of Florida and James Himes 
of Connecticut, would not force employees of 
insurance giant AIG to give back money already 
paid to them. But it would empower Geithner 
to stop future payouts by financial institutions

even if employees have been promised the 
money. 

AIG paid out $165 million in bonuses March 
15, igniting a firestorm of outrage from Obama, 
lawmakers in both parties and the public. Since 
then, many of the biggest receivers of AIG 
bonuses have returned them or donated them 
to charity. 

Over the weekend Obama tried to tone down 
the anti-Wall Street rhetoric. In an interview 
on CBS’s “60 minutes,” he said he believed the 
House bill was unconstitutional and that he 
would not “govern out of anger.” 


An AIG executive who received a 
retention bonus worth more than 
$742,000 after taxes has resigned 
publicly—in a Wednesday Op-Ed 
column in The New York Times. Jake 
DeSantis said Wednesday he’s leaving 
the company and will donate his entire 
bonus to charity. “We in the financial 
products unit have been betrayed by 
AlG and are being unfairly persecuted 
by elected officials,” DeSantis wrote. 


Who’s gonna bail out the mail?

The post office will run out of money this year 
unless it gets help, Postmaster General John 
Potter told Congress on Wednesday as he sought 
permission to cut delivery to five days a week. 
“We are facing losses of historic proportion. 
Our situation is critical,” Potter told a House 
panel. 


The agency lost $2.8 billion last year and is 
looking at much larger losses this year. Reducing 
mail delivery from six days to five days a week 
could save $3.5 billion annually, Potter said. 

Potter also urged changes in how the post 
office pre-pays for retiree health care to cut its 
annual costs by $2 billion. 

Asked if layoffs would occur, Potter said it is 


possible but he hopes avoidable. 

Last week, the post office said it planned to 
offer early retirement to 150,000 workers and 
is eliminating 1,400 management positions and 
closing six of its 80 district offices in cost-cut- 
ting efforts. Potter said he expects 10,000 to 
15,000 workers to accept the early retirement 
offer.

South Side Irish parade 
organizers reach breaking 
point, cancel tradition

When the first South Side Irish parade passed 
Michael Hughes’ door in 1979, he considered it 
nothing more than a neighborhood lark. 

Seventeen kids—the “wee folks” as the adults 
called them—marched along a Talman Avenue 
sidewalk, led by a boy dressed as St. Patrick. 

The procession struck a chord with the heav- 
ily Irish neighborhood, becoming an annual tradi- 
tion that grew each year. About 300,000 specta- 
tors attended the most recent one on March 15. 

That growth came at a steep price. A 30-year 
tradition that began as a whimsical walk gave 
way to a massive street party filled with drunken 
brawlers and underage drinkers. 

Fearing a growing public safety risk, organizers 
said Wednesday they were suspending the parade 
in its current incarnation. 

“It just got totally out of hand,” Hughes said. 
“Tt’s ashame, but I understand the decision.” 

Organizers told city officials and residents of 
the Beverly and Morgan Park neighborhoods 
that they reached the breaking point after several 
officers were assaulted during this year’s parade. 
Authorities could not provide specific numbers 
Wednesday, but they said “less than 10” officers 
received bumps and bruises from dealing with 
unruly spectators. 

“The total disregard for law enforcement had 
a major impact on this parade,” said Ald. Virginia 
Rugai (19th). 

Police arrested 54 people at this year’s event, 
most of them on alcohol-related charges, said 
Morgan Park District Sgt. Mike Casey. The num- 
bers represent a significant increase over 2008, 
when 30 arrests were made. 

Of those 54 arrested, only seven lived in 
Chicago. The others primarily lived in the 
south suburbs, though some hailed from such 
far-flung locales as Mundelein, Naperville and 
Saint John, Ind. One arrestee came all the way

from Arkansas, Casey said. 

In addition to the arrests, the sheer number of 
people on Western Avenue clogged the sidewalks 
and made movement in any direction impossible. 
The crowds also placed an overwhelming burden 
on local infrastructure, delaying the lone Metra 
line that serves the area and causing gridlock on 
small residential streets. 

“We have a small, wonderful neighborhood 
here,” parade spokeswoman Mary Beth Sheehan 
said. “Mashing 300,000 people in here is a little 
too much for this neighborhood.” 

Local residents often complained of drunken 
revelers urinating and vomiting on their lawns 


after hitting the Irish pubs along Western Avenue, 
authorities and organizers said. Others worried 
about the increasing number of underage drink 
ers who lined the parade route and upset families 
with small children. 

“T think St. Patrick would be rolling over in his 
grave if he saw the way his feast day was being 
bastardized,” said Rev. Dan Brandt of Nativity 
of Our Lord parish in Bridgeport. 

Christine Rokita, a parishioner at Brandt’s 
church, couldn't agree more. Her son Matthew, 17, 
a junior at St. Rita Catholic High School, snuck 
out to the parade this year against his mother’s 
wishes. But he had a hard time hiding the truth 
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when he arrived home four hours later than 
expected, missing three front teeth. A stu- 
dent from a rival Catholic school allegedly had 
punched him. 

The taverns along the parade route, how- 
ever, will mourn its passing. The event is their 
biggest day of the year and its demise means a 
significant loss in revenue. Mary McDermott, 
manager of Keegan’s Pub, said police had 
warned establishments that the parade could 
be canceled if the 2009 event became too rau- 
cous. Though her bar was packed most of the 
day, she said there was no trouble inside the 
establishment. 


“It was crowded, but we had it under con- 
trol,” McDermott said. “We never thought 
it would be canceled. It just happened so 
quickly.” 

Organizers intend to commemorate St. 
Patrick’s Day next year with the annual mass 
and perhaps a cultural event involving Irish 
music, dance and food at the Beverly Arts 
Center. They also are open to other ideas, 
Sheehan said. 

Revelers also have the option of attending 
the downtown St. Patrick’s parade, which has 
amore sedate reputation.

OQ Parade could use changes 


The South Side Irish Parade was a victim of its own success. 

That’s what Morgan Park District Sgt. Mike Casey told the Tribune on 
Wednesday when news broke that the boozy annual event will no longer be held 
in its present form. 

If by “success” he meant overcrowded streets, public urination, broken bottles 
everywhere and a blind eye turned toward open container laws, then he hit the 
appeal of the parade right on the head. I went this year for the first time and saw 
how out-of-control things have become since the tradition started years ago, 
according to lore, as a group of neighborhood kids marching around Talman and 
Washtenaw Avenues. 

The parade this year was fun, and it was a beautiful day—but I’m not worried 
that organizers are making efforts to rein in the mayhem a bit. Besides, Chicago 
offers no shortage of options for boozing it up for St. Patty’s Day.

The route 

The first parade, on March 17, 
1979, featured only 17 march- 
ers—all children. They paraded 
around their block in West 
Morgan Park. The original 
float was a baby buggy cov- 
ered with a box decorated 
with shamrocks and flags of 
the 26 counties in Ireland. 

The second parade moved 
from the sidewalks to the side 
streets, beginning at Kennedy 
Park. The third parade in 1981 
moved from side streets to the 
main street, Western Avenue 
from 103rd to 113th Street. 


The politics 

The first grand parade along 
Western Avenue in 1981 lacked 
police protection. Why? A 
bitter feud between Mayor 
Jane Byrne and Cook County 
Assessor Thomas Hynes, who 
was Democratic committee- 
man of the 19th Ward. During 
the early days, politicians had 
to choose which parade to 
appear in—the Loop or the 
South Side—because of intense 
rivalry between the two. 


The mishaps 

In 2006, the float of Rep. Dan 
Lipinski (D-III) issued a thick 
white cloud of smoke, sending 
him running and firefight- 

ers to the rescue. The crowd 
cheered mercilessly. This year, 
the parade’s Web site warned 
that police would conduct 
drunken-driving checkpoints 
in the area and urged drivers 
we to stay sober.

City to tackle 
meter problems

Chicago is sending out its own mechan- 
ics—and billing the private company now 
responsible for operating parking meters in 
the city—in a belated effort to catch up on 
a torrent of problems that include broken 
meters and inaccuracies in signage about 
parking rates and enforcement, officials said 
Wednesday, 

Indications of a more urgent approach to 
fixing the snafus became apparent Monday 
morning when the Tribune observed crews 
of meter inspectors and repair personnel 
working downtown. 

It followed a Tribune story on Friday that 
exposed the broad scope of the problems and 
how drivers and business owners are angry at 
the city, which quadrupled parking rates this 
year as part of a 75-year deal to lease 36,000 
meters to Chicago Parking Meters. 

Officials from Chicago Parking Meters 
failed to return phone calls from the Tribune 
this week. 

But the concessionaire is working “as 
quickly as possible” to fix meters that are 
jammed with coins because they were not 
emptied, said Ed Walsh, spokesman for the 
Chicago Department of Revenue. 

In addition, the company is “sending inspec- 
tion teams to check every meter that has been 
changed to ensure the proper rates are being 
charged and the correct rates, hours, and days 
of operation are posted,” Walsh said. 

Chicago Parking Meters is “substantially 
increasing the number of crews performing 
collections and substantially increasing the 
number of meter mechanics in the field, as 
well as expanding the days and hours they are 
working,” he said.

Proposed law would use unmanned cameras to enforce limits

If you’re a driver who hates cameras that 
ticket you for running red lights, you may 
not be revved up about “cops in a box” pos- 
sibly coming to Illinois. 

Automated enforcement of speed lim- 
its would be allowed in the Chicago region 
and certain other areas, under a proposed 
state law. The move is part of a bill that 
would permit some counties and munici- 
palities to mail speeding tickets of up to 
$100 for vehicles caught going too fast 
by unmanned radar cameras positioned 
alongside roadways. 

“I cannot feel sorry for those people 
caught by camera, because they are break- 
ing the law,” said State Sen. Terry Link (D- 
Waukegan), a sponsor of the legislation, 
which could move to a vote by the Senate 
next week, If approved by the General 
Assembly and signed by the governor, the 
law would take effect Jan. 1. 

“If people start to slow down, they 
wouldn't have to worry about the fines,” 
Link said. 

More than 500 speed-related traffic 
deaths occurred in 2007 in Illinois, accord- 
ing to state records. 

Under the proposed Illinois law, 


In Arizona, where stationary speed- 
enforcement cameras are being 
deployed ona broad scale, speeding 

on highways has been cut by 9 miles 
per hour on average, according to the 
state. Speed-related crashes along 

U.S. Highway 101 near Scottsdale have 
decreased 44 percent since the cameras 
were installed last year, officials said. 


speeding tickets issued by automated sur- 
veillance would be treated as non-moving 
offenses, like parking tickets and red-light 
violations, and convictions or guilty pleas 
would not go on driver records, officials 
said. 

Pictures of the offending license plate 
would be mailed to the registered owner 
of the vehicle. The driver and passen- 
gers inside vehicles would not be photo- 
graphed. 

The speed cameras would be permitted 
on roads in eight counties that have a his- 
tory of speed-related accidents or where 
insufficient police manpower exists to 
enforce speed limits or at locations where 
on-site enforcement is “inherently diffi- 


cult.” 


The counties are Cook, DuPage, Kane, 
Lake, Madison, McHenry, St. Clair and 
Will. 

The measure is aimed strictly at reduc- 
ing accidents and fatalities, and it is not 
an attempt to increase revenue, accord- 
ing to Link and State Rep. Joe Lyons (D- 
Chicago), the bill’s sponsors. 

The legislation is supported by the 
City of Chicago, Secretary of State Jesse 
White, law enforcement groups and other 
organizations. 

“The reason people speed is because 
they can,” said John Ulezycki, vice presi- 
dent for research at the National Safety 
Council. 

The speed cameras also have been used 
in Oregon and Washington, D.C. 

Last year, then-Gov. Rod Blagojevich 
announced a plan to put speed cameras 
on interstates in Illinois. He said the plan 
could raise $50 million a year and allow the 
state to hire more state troopers. 

Ulezycki acknowledged that red light 
and speed cameras generate millions of 
dollars in ticket revenue, but he said the 
technology saves lives and allows police 
departments to assign officers to other 
work.

Pollo Volador, which translates to Flying Chicken, 
is not only among the most fun restaurant names 
we've come across; it’s also one of the most appro- 
priate. This chicken gets around, After an initial 
run in Lincoln Square, Pollo Volador closed shop 
last summer. Now the Colombian BYOB has 
landed yet again in a storefront near the corner of 
Montrose and Kimball Avenues. 

The new location has been open just three 
weeks, so the dining room still feels a bit like your 
first apartment out of college: not quite enough 
furniture (ironic since the place was once a furni- 
ture store) and a meager assortment of themed 
paraphernalia on the walls (here, it’s Colombian). 
But no one’s here for the ambiance. Most don’t 
come for the grilled steaks and Colombian-style 
seafood dishes either. They're here for the spe- 
cialty: pollo a Ia brasa, or roasted chicken. 

The birds are slow-roasted over hot coals, lend- 
ing the meat a deep smoky flavor, Low, steady heat 
(roasting takes about two hours) ensures a moist, 
succulent texture. And the garlicky chimichurri 
offered on the side outdoes the condiments at 
nearly every other Colombian or Peruvian roasted

chicken joint in town. 

It’s the sort of rustic comfort food you'd pay 
almost anything for when the craving hits. But 
you don’t have to.
